‘This threat to send him his son’s 
severed head, received by A. Frank 
Ranieri from Mafia kidnapers who 
are holding his son for ransom, was 
answered yesterday. It was answered 
as a defiance to law and order by 
extortioners and killers. 

Word went back to the kidhapers of 
10 year old William Ranieri that “an 
eye for an eye, a life for a life” would 
be exacted, and that reprisals are in 
order. Not only were their own coun- 
trymen ready for an uprising against 
Sicilian terrorists but the citizenry in 
general was reported in a mood that 
toded ill for such — and their 
political sponsors. 

City Aroused by Crimes. 

That the murder of Billy Ranieri 
surely will be avenged was the mood 
of hundreds of persons who stopped 
yesterday at the Ranieri home, 4901 
Altgeld street, and at police stations. 
A wave of indignation was reported 
such as has seldom been seen any- 
where and which threatens to bring 
vengeance from an aroused public. 

“If the criminal Sicilians don’t stop 
their villainy we'll have to stop it for 
them,”” a prominent citizen said to 
Police Capt. James E. Doherty. “If 
they kill that boy it should be the
